TOWN MEETING TIME 

It’s annual Town Meeting time 
again in Bethel, with voting in the 
aunual election scheduled for 
Monday and the business session 
on Tuesday evening. 

With five candidates for a pair 
of three-year terms om the local 
Board of Selectmen; a qQtiantet 
seeking two like-length terms on 
the Board of Assessors; anicontest- 
ed icandidates for two three-year 
terms on the S.A.D, 44 Board, 
and two seeking a single one-year 
term as a School Director, Beth- 
el voters will have a chance to 
make their wishes known in the 
ballot box, 

Successful candidates should re- 
member that the highest motives, 
the best of intentions, anid the most 
innovative of ideas are of no. value 
unless they attend regularly the 
meetings of the panels on which 
they serve. Consistent attendance 
with a minimum of -absenices is 
necessary if a member is’ to be 
a valid factor in: discussions and. in 
any decisions reached. Anything 
less is a disservice to the towns. 
people, fellow members of the 
Board, and themselves. THe best 
member of a ‘public Board ever 
in existence, even potentially, is. 


To the Editor: 

Since January of this year the 
Bethel Airport Advisory Commit. 
tee, Town Manager, and the Beth. 
el Aviators Group have mun a se- 
ries, of amticles: about the exipian- 
sion of the Bethel airport, Col. 
Dyke Field. 

We believe there would be an 
advantage to the town’s people if 
the airport was dmproved. The im- 
provement consists of relocating 
the runway several degrees: to the 
north, extending the runivay length 
another 750 feet, paving at, light- 
ing the runway, and eventually 
improving the terminal area. 

The most important question noav 
is: how much wilf it cost? 

The Ainport Master Plan: tells: us 
that it is mot going to cost us, 
“the people of Bethel,” much more 
than it is costing the town right 
now. This now states that the io- 
tal ‘cost over the three phase, 20 
year period will be $853,700, 1982- 
2002. Of this total amount the 
Federal Airpont Improvement 
Fund will pay $706,320, The monies 
in this fund come specifically from 
airline ticket sales, airplane fuel 
faxes, airline freight taxes and 
are designated for airports only, 
None of the money comes: from 
the general revenue of the Federal” 
government, The state will pay 
$78,690 of the total needed from 
bonding issues voted by the citi- 
zens of the state. The state has al- 
ready approved the Bethel Airport 
Master Plan and has designated 
$28,000 in the first two year period 
for land acquisition and easement 
on Jand necessary for the expan- 
sion. Bethel’s share is also $73,690. 
The land for the new runway is 
available to the town at no cost. 
The land is valued at $20,000 and 
is ‘credited ttowvard our $73,690 
figure. In addition, there are six 
lots averaging a little over tivo 
acres. each iat the eastern end of 
the existing runway.

FROM LONG BEACH, CALIF, 
Mrs, David Foster 


On my trip west in December we 
left Boston im cloudy weather. Ag 
Wwe went south to New Orleans we 
ran into drizzle and the plane 
bucked strong head winds all the 
way. This made us about an hour 
and a half behind schedule. I had 
to change planes in New Orleans 
and had planned to take an how 
or so to tour the city as I was 
supposed to have a three hour wait 
here. Where we were so late, I 
didn’t have the chance which jas 
disappointing. My plane to Los An- 
Seles arrived im California at 9:30 
p. m, where my sister and niece 
were waiting for me, Fortunately 
it “wasn’t foggy so we arrived on 
‘time.

During January we didn’t go on 
any special trips: as we both man.

where they had mudslides, We 
watched on television the cars, 
houses and patios slide into the 
sea as the extna high .wawves. slam- 
med into. the banks and urderieutt 
them anid the pilings, Wee alslo: siaw 
one section of a pier fall into: the 
sea, Also in Malibu in the can- 
yons we saw the mud slides cover 
some houses and move others 
downhill. It was. truly awesome to 
see tthe destruction such storms 
can, do. 

In February we went on a three 
day irip with an All State. Society 
bus to Ensenada, Baja California, 
Mexico, for their Mardi Gras. My 
sister and I got ap at 4:30 a. m. 
(what an ungodly hour!) so we 
could be sure to catch the early 
city bus downtown. We left Long 
Beach with 35 others about 7:30 

.a. im, for the border. It is. about a 
three hour nide. There we ivent 
through a huge tail tamnstile into 
Tiajuana, Mexico, where we 
boarded a Mexican bus for Ensen- 
ada. The other bus returned: to 
Long Beach. Our driver was. wa'm- 
ed Miguel and our guide was.

Ice Cutting on Wild River 

One of our youngsters, 75 year 
old resident of Gilead, Cy Cole, 
recalls the days of the 1920’s and 
1930’s when he cut iice on Wild 
River in the big flat pool opposiite 
his present home. 

This ice wag generally harvested 
beginning in the first or second 
week of January, depending upon 
tthe weather and the thickness of 
the ice, Cutting was done by hand 
with the usual 5 ft. ice saw of 
that time, cakes 14” to 16” square 
and 1% to 2 ft. thick were about 
right to hhandle. 

One of the very good tips that 
was a great help in the work, was 
given to Mr. Cole, by his friend, 
Mr. Paul B. Head of West Bethel, 
a hard man to equal, in the num- 
ber of cakes he could cut in a 
day’s work. 

He said, “An tice saw should be 
filed and set just right, and be 
sure to put a little ‘hood’? in the 
teeth,’ for faster and easier cut- 
Mr. Cole and crew then delivered 
jto ice houses in Gilead and Shel- 
fourne with a 1927 single vear- 
wheel Chevrolet truck, for 10 cents 
fa cake, and he still has a couple 
of pair of “ice tongs,” kept from 
those pleasant days of cold hands, 
cold feet and hearty appetites.

man. Despite all this money be- 
ing spent, only from 2% to 20% of 
the real need is reached by this 
program. 

Another major “problem is: the 
extreme differences in aid being 
doled out by the local munilcipali- 
ties. Amount of aid may vary 
from a guaranteed income in. some 
localities to bare subsistetice ley- 


‘els in others. 
voice be heard as to the govern- 


Recent Supreme: Court decisions 
have raised further concerns over 
the increasing costs of the Gener- 
al Assistance program and its ba- 
sic purpose. Prior to the court 
rulings, municipalities had passed 
ordinances requiring applicants to 
fulfill eligibility requirements. The 
court’s decisions have loosened. the 
definition. of people im “‘need” and 
taken aiway tthe municipality’s au- 
thority to establish standards’ for 
those requiring atid. 

The court ruled that need is the 
sole criterion: (1) A person who 
voluntarily quits her job remained 
eligible for General Assistance be- 
cause she needed basic mecessi- 
ties, (Page v. Auburn, 1982, Me.); 
(2) A Man who lied on his. unem- 
ployment compensation applica- 
tion remained eligible for General 
Assistance ibecause he was in 
need—while being denied unem- 
ployment benefits for lying (Blo- 
win v. Rockland, 1982, Me.); (3) 
Mortgage payments were declar- 
ed a basic necessity as it was part 
of a person’s basic housing needs 
—overturning a municipal ordin- 
ance, (Beaulieu v. Lewiston, 1982, 


Me.). 
‘On Mawch 7, the Health and In- 
stitutional Services Committee 


held a public hearing that would 
reform the troubled General As- 
sistance program. ; 

LD - 841 would mandate a total 
state takeover of the program. 
The goal would be to allow a 
state-run bureaucracy to run the 
program as a safe-guard against 
abuses that occur on the local lev- 
el. It would also streamline and 
conform ithe standard by which aid 
is granted, 

LD 842 seeks ito icreate a set of 
guidelines by which the munici- 
palities would have to operate, It 
would require standardization of 
applications amd rules. Again, the 
objective here is to create a uni- 
form set of standards in each town 
to ensure ‘‘fairness.??’ These 
guidelines would make overseer’s 
jobs easier and protect those re- 
ceiving aid,’ 

LD 554 avyould reorganize the 
General Assistance statutes in an 
effort to close these loopholes.
